SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN 

THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  year  1944,  from  the  point  of  view  of  Water  Supply, 
was  very  similar  to  the  preceding  year.  There  was  no 
snow  to  speak  about  during  the  winter  season  and,  as  a 
result,  the  springs  feeding  the  various  water  undertakings 
were  never  up  to  the  normal  flow,  the  result  being  shortage 
of  water  in  various  Parishes — Hinderwell  being  one  of  the 
worst.  In  this  area  there  is  a  very  considerable  influx  of 
visitors  from  early  June  onwards,  and  on  the  20th  June  the 
Ellerby  Reservoir  was  practically  empty,  as  also  the  Port 
Mulgrave  Reservoir — this  reservoir  being  partly  dependent 
on  Ellerby.  Shortage  of  water  occurred  mainly  at  Staithes, 
the  Council’s  Housing  Estate  being  the  worst  affected,  being 
without  water  for  some  hours  each  day — but  by  turning  the 
water  off  at  nights,  etc.,  we  managed  to  get  through  the 
summer  season. 

MICKLEBY  water  supply  was  well  maintained,  but 

ELLERBY  was  short  on  occasions  owing  to  the  springs 
falling  back. 

ROXBY. — This  place,  consisting  of  twelve  houses,  is 
very  poorly  watered — apart  from  a  small  trough  in  the 
village  (which  is  inadequate)  water  has  to  be  carried  from  a 
spring  approximately  400  yards. 

The  supply  to  Sx^NDSEND  was  augmented  by  the 
laying  of  temporary  pipe  line,  1,000  yards  in  length,  from  a 
storage  reservoir  on  the  Mulgrave  Estate.

As  more  water  is  required  every  year  the  Council  have 
instructed  their  Engineer  to  make  a  survey  of  th'e  district 
to  ascertain  if  water  can  be  obtained  to  supply  farms  and 
other  places  now  outside  the  radius  of  the  existing  water¬ 
works  schemes,  and  to  augment  the  supplies  to  various 
villages,  which  will  require  more  water  in  the  near  future. 

No  extensions  to  mains  were  carried  out,  but  repairs 
were  effected  where  necessary. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  various  sewage  works  owned  by  the  Council  are 
in  good  condition. 

No  extensions  to  the  sewers  have  been  required.  The 

sewers  at  Grosmont  and  the  Mill  Scar,  Goathland,  were 

altered  and  repaired.
